EXPERIMENTAL FAIRM NOTES 


In many areas the native animals 
become a very distinct problem in 
the management of native range.

on raw oats. This was a good be- 
ginning on which to establish oat- 
mea] as a national] dish of Scotland. 
Through the years, shepherds thrived 
and became rugged men on a diet 
consisting largely of oatmeal. 

Manufacturers have improved the 
forms in which oats have been pre- 
pared for human consumption, There 
are now three types: Regular rolled 
oats: the whole grain, cleaned, de- 
hulled, then passed between heated 
rollers. Quick cooking: similar pra- 
cess used but the xrain cut in pieces 
before rolling. Oatmeal: meal made 
from cleaned hulled oats. 

Both types of rolled oats are suit- 
able for breakfast cereal, cookies, 
pullings and in many other types of 
food. Oatmeal is not so commonly 
used but makes excellent cookies, 
scones, bread and muffins and is also 
a good thickening in soups. 

Porridge, well made, should be a 
delicious breakfast treat which “sticks 
to the ribs” unti] the next mealtime 
and with the newer quick-cooking 
rolled oats, there is no excuse for 
omitting the hot breakfast cereal. 

Here is a good receipt for using 
rolled oats. They are recommended 
by the home economists of the con- 
sumer section of the Dominion Depart-

New Restriction 
Imposed On 
Poultry Imports 


OTTAWA, -—- The government an- 
nounced it has restricted imports of 
live poultry and hatching eggs in an 
attempt to keep Capada free of New- 
castle disease, a virus ailment often 
fatal to poultry. . 

Live chickens, turkeys, pigeons, 
geese, ducks or other barnyard fowl 
or other birds raised under domestic 
conditions will he prohibited entry 
unless their import is accompanied 
by proper veterinary certificates, 

The agriculture department, mak- 
ing the prohibition under authority 
of the animal contagious diseases 
act, said a certificate that the birds 
are free of the disease must be sign- 
ed by a veterinary of the national 
government of the country of origin, 

The order also applies to birds 
which may have been exposed to the 
respiratory infection, 

Live poultry from the United 
States must be accompanied by a 
certificate cither signed or endorsed 
by a vetérinarian of the U.S. buréau 
of animal industry. 

The agriculture department said 
similar certificates Avill be required 
for the import of hatching eggs from 
all kinds of poultry, Official veter- 
inarians of the exporting countries 
will be required to certify that the 
eggs originate from flocks free of 
Newcastle disease.

Of Rabbit Meat 


VANCOUVER.-—~Meat-hungry Can- 
adians from Vancouver to Halifax 
may soon get acquainted with.a man 
who wants to substitute a medium- 
priced morsel for  off-the-budget 
steaks.

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Manitoba Sets 
New Record 


WINNIPEG.—Mining’ develop- 
ment in Manitoba made great 
strides during the year, with 
two new mines bretight into pro- 
duction and construction of a 
mill for extracting gold within a| 
month of completion. | 


As in 1947, non-ferrous metals 
were the most sought after. Total 
claims recorded during the first 11 
months of 1948 were 2,945. 

A preliminary estimate shows the 
value of mineral production in Mani- 
toba this year at $24,700,000, repre- 
sented by $18,500,000 in metals and 
$6,200,000 in non-metallics. Last 
year’s production was valued at $18,- 
236,765 — $12,412,759 in metals and 
$5,824,004 in non-metallics. ‘ 

One of the new mines brought into 
opertaion was the Ogama-Rockland 
gold mine north of Long Lake in the 
Rice Lake mining division. 

Last July 3 the company formally 
achieved production with the pour- 
ing of a gold bar valued at $37,500. 

Second of the .new operations was 
the Cuprus mine, eighff miles south- 
east of Flin Flon, Man., between 
White and Schist Lakes. It is a pro- 
ducer of copper and zinc. : 

One of the leading developments 
this year was the near-completion of 
a 2,000-ton flotation-cyanidation mill 
by the Howe Sound Exploration Com- 
pany Ltd, for the recovery of gold 
from a large deposit at Snow Lake 
in northern Manitoba.

— Lifting of the ban 
on sale and manufacture of oleo- 
margarine in Canada highlights a 
little publicized Manitoba product— 
sunflower sced oil. 

This year, commercial production 
of sunflower seed was limited to 
Manitoba. Sunflower seed oil is an 
ingredient which may be used in the 
manufacture of margarine, At pres- 
ent, all fats and oils are under in- 
ternational control with Canadian 
imports on a quota. 

This year commercial production of 
sunflower seed amounted to 22,400,- 
009 pounds, taken off 28,000 acres in 
southern Manitoba. 

Processing of Manitoba sunflowers 
takes place in a co-operative plagt 
at Altona, Manitoba, which annually 
handles the bulk of the crop, j 


Since 1945, larger amounts of land 
have been devoted to sunflower pro- 
duction every year. In that year, 
the acreage was 8,500 acres; in 1946 
it jumped to 23,000 acres, while last 
year 20,000,000 pounds were grown 
on 25,000 acres, 

The largest part of Manitoba’s 
sunflower crop is grown in a 35 mile 
wide belt along the international 
boundary, in an area extending west 
from the Red River to Morden.

Farmers’ Tax 
Paying Simplified 


Farmers have their income tax 
troubles simplified by the forms an- 
nounced, 

They file on the four-page T1 Gen- 
eral, same as used by business and 
professional men, instead of the old 
six-page Tl Farmers. 

The highly explosive “net worth” 
statement required from farmers 
last year has been modified, though 
not abolished. 

Farmers were asked to reveal in- 
formation about their finances that 
no other person in Canada was ask- 
ed for, 

The howls were heard far and 
wide, especially in Ottawa. 

Now, if a farmer pays his income 
tax on a yearly cash basis, he does 
not file a ‘net worth” statement, 

But, if he chooses the five-year 
“accrual” system, he still files the 
annual net worth statement. 

Only 5 per cent. of farmers have 
chosen the “accrual” system, al- 
though farmers asked for it. 

Farmers have three systems for 
tax returns, They take their choice 
of an annual cash basis, a five-year 
“accrual” basis or a five-year aver- 
age cash basis. 

Last year 200,000 Canadian farm- 
ers filed returns, an increase of 30,- 
000 over the previous year. 

On the over-aif Canadian picture, 
400,000 Canadians filed returns last 
year than the year before and the 
amount of income tax deductive at 
source increased by $20,000,000.

Mr. Gardiner gave additional par- 
ticulars of these three new food con- 
tracts to the Conference, 

In the calendar year 1949, the U.K. 
will buy 160,000,000 pounds of Cana- 
dian bacon at the rate of $36 per 
hundred pounds for A Number One 
Sizeable Wiltshire sides, This price 
is unchanged from that of the con- 
tract negotiated a year ago for.de- 
livery of 195,000,000 pounds in 1948. 
Next year's contract quantity will 
probably absorb all bacon available 
for export, he estimated. To make as 
sure as possible that the U.K. gets 
this bacon, export controls on pork 
products will be maintained with the 
prowision that the U.K. will take de- 
livery when it is available. 

The new cheese contract is for an 

unchanged 50,000,000 pounds, at the 
Same price as in 1948, which has 
been on the basis of 30 cents per 
pound, f.0.b, factory, There will be 
no requisitioning of cheese from fac- 
tories in 1949, said Mr. Gardiner. 
+ The 1949 egg agreement is for the 
equivalent of forty-six million dozen 
covering the eleven months period 
from February 1 to December 31. 
The adjusted volume figure of the 
previous agreement, covering the 
twelve months from February 1, 
1948, to January 31, 1949, was for 
seventy-four million dozen, 

Shipments in 1949 will be 1944 mil- 
lion dozen storage eggs, three thous- 
and tons of dried egg and four 
thousand tons of frozen egg. 

While the new contract volume is 
below that of 1948 it is considered 
that with some opening of other ex- 
port markets in 1949 the quantity 
should be reasonably adequate to ab- 
sorb the probable production in that 
year. 


The 1949 prices will be 5244 cents 
per dozen for storage eggs; $1.36 
per pound for dried egg and 321% 
cents per ‘pound for frozen egg. 
1948 prices have been 5414 cents 
per dozen for storage eggs, $1.46 per 
pound for dried egg and 35 cents per 
pound for frozen egg. While the 
1949 prices are slightly below those 
of 1948 it is expected that a major 
portion of the reduction can be met 
through economies in operating and 
processing costs and that the neces- 
sary reduction in egg prices paid to 
producers will be relatively small, 
Such reduction should be compensat- 
ed for to a considerable extent by 
the partial removal of restrictions 
on exports to other markets, said 
Mr, Gardiner.
